Proposition: I want you to see three truths that make Christmas a 
blessing instead of a burden.

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1) There's nothing like the festive season to force you to face the fact that life 
isn't always as joyful and triumphant as we're lead to believe. What 
happens? For single people, in particular, Christmas and New Year can be a 
very isolating time. But even if you're surrounded by family and friends, 
this time of year can bring more than its fair share of stress, noise, anxiety 
and squabbles. Add this to long-standing money worries, family conflicts, 
job problems or bereavement, and it's no wonder calls to helplines about 
depression and suicide rise by nearly ten per cent during the festive 
season." 

2) 1 Thessalonians 5:18, "In every thing give thanks: for this is the will of God 
in Christ Jesus concerning you. 

3) Gen 3:15 And I will put enmity between thee and the woman, and 
between thy seed and her seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
bruise his heel"cls. 7:14 "Behold, a virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, 
and shall call his name Immanuel" Micah 5:2 But thou, Bethlehem 
Ephratah, though thou be little among the thousands of Judah, yet out of 
thee shall he come forth unto me that is to be ruler in Israel; whose goings 
forth have been from of old, from everlasting" 

4) ...applies the modern science of probability to just eight prophecies 
regarding Christ. He writes, "The chance that any man might have 

...fulfilled all eight prophecies is one in 10 to the 17 th . That would be 1 in 
100,000,000,000,000,000 (One hundred quadrillion). Stoner illustrates 
that number by saying if we took 10 to the 1 7th silver dollars and lay them 
on the face of Texas, they would cover all of the state 2 feet deep. Then if 
we marked one of those silver dollars and stir the whole mass thoroughly, 
then blindfold a man and tell him he can travel as far as he wishes, but he 
must pick up that one marked silver dollar, what chance would he have of 
getting the right one? Stoner concludes that just the same chance that the 
prophets would have had of writing those eight prophecies and having 

them all come true in any one man was one in 10 to the 17 th . 


1) ...he was destined to die. When n many think about Christmas, they 
often think of Santa Claus. To them, Christmas is a matter of Santa 
Claus coming to town rather than a Saviour coming to the earth. I once 
came across a list of differences between Santa Claus and Jesus: Santa 
lives at the North Pole. Jesus lives everywhere. Santa rides in a sleigh. 
Jesus rides on the wind and walks on the water. Santa comes once a 
year but Jesus is an ever present help. Santa fills your stockings with 
goodies. Jesus supplies all your needs. Santa comes down your 
chimney. Jesus stands at the door of your heart and knocks. Santa lets 
you sit in his lap. Jesus lets you rest in His arms. Santa has a belly like a 
bowl full of jelly. Jesus has a heart of love. Santa's little helpers make 
toys. Jesus makes new lives. Santa puts gifts under your tree. Jesus was 
God's gift that died on a tree. Christmas is about the Lord Jesus coming 
to this earth to be the Saviour who would die for the sins of the whole 
world. 

2) I read about a little boy who was in his first Christmas play. He was five 
and was one of the shepherds. He was dressed out in his bathrobe, 
sandals and cardboard crook. He was not a lead shepherd but just a 
common shepherd standing in the back. But when it came time for the 
Nativity, he crowded around to the front so that he could see. Then, 
having seen he stepped to the footlights and, looking out, cried out to 
his parents, "Mommy! Daddy! Mary had her baby, and it's a boy!" 

3) said, it was a sign. In how or what was it a sign? It was symbolic of the 
depths the Lord Jesus stooped for the likes of you and me. It is a sign 
of the depths of the love He has for each of us. How low He went and 
how far He would go stands as the evidence of the love that He has for 
the whole world. God has shown His love to us by leaving the glories of 
heaven, condescending to this sin cursed world, robbing Himself in a 
human body that He might be one of us so He could die for us. 
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1) There were no friends and family present that night in 
Bethlehem, so God sent His own choir. 


2) ...He hath opened the heavenly door, And man is blessed 
forever more. Christ was born for this, Christ was born for this. 


3) ...Time to remember why that baby cradled in a manger, in 
Bethlehem is so important.
